Direct charges of Communism 
and counter-charges of beatings 
by deputy sheriffs and "third-de¬ 
grees" in jail cells were hurled 
by prosecution and defense today 
as the trial of 13 Mexican citrus 
workers on charges of rioting 
moved into its second day in su¬ 
perior court. 

Charges of Communistic affilia¬ 
tion hurled by Assistant District 
Attorney James L. Davis at De¬ 
fense Attorney Clarence Rust 
met with indignant denials by the 
Los Angeles lawyer, who says he 
is defending the alleged rioters 
without charge. 

Attorneys Warned 

Davis charged Rust with hav¬ 
ing been "raised and educated in 
Russia,” when Rust claimed he 
could not understand testimony 
being offered. Rust’s vociferous 
protests brought a warning from 
Superior Judge James L. Allen. 

The defense, in its opening ad¬ 
dress to the jury, said it would 
"prove these men were forced to 
strike by starvation wages, some¬ 
times as low as two or three dol¬ 
lars a week.” Judge Alien al¬ 
lowed the statement to stand, de¬ 
spite efforts of Davis to have it 
removed. 

Eleven of the 13 men charged 
with rioting July 6 on the E. 
Tucker ranch near Anaheim pa¬ 
raded to the witness stand today 
to testify they had not moved out 
of their parked cars, and that they 
had been beaten and slapped by 
officers. 

Shows Bloody Shirt 

Apolinar Montoya, accused by 
the state of having beaten Fore¬ 
man Sam Hunzicker with a length 
of steel cable at the time of the 
rioting, told a tale of being slapped 
and beaten by "those men in the 
jail" when they quizzed him con¬ 
cerning his participation in the 
alleged riot. 

Primo Rodriguez, one of the de¬ 
fendants, charged today he was 
beaten by sheriff's men, when they 
pulled him from the car, hand¬ 
cuffed him and "beat him up." 
Deputy Sheriff Steve Duhart ad¬ 
mitted slapping the man when the 
latter ordered him “to get out of 
the way or be run over.” Rodri¬ 
guez showed a bloody shirt in 
support of his claims. 

"Well,” said Davis, “you were 
cussing ami swearing at the offi¬ 
cers and cussing the government 
and everything else, weren't you?” 

The case is expected to go to 
the jury late this afternoon.

BERLIN.—T o p p e d off by 
Jesse Owens’ record-smashing 
broad jump victory for his sec¬ 
ond title of the lith Olympiad, 
Americans swept all three men's 
track and field finals, and broke 
even in two women’s events to¬ 
day. It was one of the biggest 
days the United States ever has 
enjoyed in Olympic competition. 
The tan thunderbolt from Ohio 
State bettered the Olympic broad 
jump record five times, winning 
the championship with a leap of 
I 2G feet 5-21-64 inches, after twice 
bettering the Olympic 200-meter 
record of 21.2 seconds with succes¬ 
sive performances in 21.1 seconds, 
pacing 11 others, including Mack 
Robinson of Pasadena, Calif., and 
Bobby Packard of Rockford, III., 
into the semi-finals.

MADRID, <TPi 'Hu' boom of 
heavy artillery ami the steady 
crack of rifle fire in the Guada- 
lamma mountains north of Madrid 
late today betokened another, and 
perhaps critical, assault by Fas- 
: ;st insurrectionists on the gate¬ 
way to Spain's capital city. 

New waves of government mil- 
ilia, recruited from Valencia and 
other points to meet what was 
reported to be the long-awaited 
general rebel offensive on Madrid, 
poured into the mountain passes. 

Reserves Mobilized 
Reserves, ready to be trundled 
northward by motor truck if 
needed, were mobilized in Madrid 
for instant dispatch. 

The government said it was 
pushing forward its positions in 
the strategic passes which it 
dominates. 

i A rebel announcement at the 
seat of the junta government in 
Burgos today predicted that Ma¬ 
drid would fall shortly under 
crushing attacks not only from 
the north but also from Moroccan 
legions approaching the city fro;.: 
the south.) 

Deny Convents Taken 
A government announcement 
denied all convents had been taken 
over or that treasures of all 
churches had been confiscated. 

A half dozen or more convents 
were still functioning in Madrid. 
Home churches had been requisi¬ 
tioned, but many others were un¬ 
touched. It was stated the con¬ 
vents were occupied by govern¬ 
ment militia or officials only when 
they had been abandoned by the 
resident nuns. 

Alcazar Besieged 
The famous Alcazar at Toledo 
still defied government forces. It 
was completely surrounded by 
Loyalist militia apparently wait-

NEW YORK. UP) The great 
naval building contest among the 
major powers has been definitely 
set to get under way in earnest on 
Jan. 1—the earliest possible date 
allowed by treaty. 

Britain has just taken the in¬ 
itiative with the announcement 
that on New Year's day she will 
lay the keels of two battleships, 
the biggest anil most expensive of 
all sea-going fighting machines. 

This will be a few hours after 
the expiration of the naval pact 
which precluded such construc¬ 
tion. It is a decade since England 
built one of these floating forts. 

For the first time in some 15 
years the United States will em¬ 
bark, it is reliably indicated, on a 
similar program to keep abreast of 
Britain. 

Japan, the other member of the 
big three, promptly signaled that 
she would build not two but four 
of these vast implements of death. 
This is in line with Nippon's de¬ 
mand for parity with America 
and England and her notification 
of withdrawal from the naval 
treaty because she could not ob¬ 
tain equality. 

France, Italy and Germany al¬ 
ready are building battleships, and 
Russia is embarking on naval ex¬ 
pansion. 

The expenditure will be heavy, 
since each battleship may cost 
something like $50,000,000. But 
they are only one item in the 
contest.

Slow Off Marks 
Miss Stephens was slow off the 
marks, but quickly struck her 
stride and took command half¬ 
way down the straightaway, beat¬ 
ing Stella Walsh by almost two 
meters. Kacthe Kraus of Ger¬ 
many was third, Marie Dollinger, 
another German, fourth, and An¬ 
nette Rogers of Chicago, fifth. 

Miss Stephens time was one- 
tenth of a second slower than the 
11.4 she ran in yesterday’s first 
trials and which International 
Amateur Athletic Federation offi¬ 
cials accepted today as the new 
world mark despite the fact It was 
made with a favoring wind. 

Owens Looks Bad 
Owens actually looked bad in 
breaking the broad jump record 
the first time. Jesse appeared un¬ 
certain as he changed his pace 
nearing the takeoff and made a 
three-point landing on the right 
side of the pit. The negro eclipsed 
the mark made by Edward Hamm 
in 1928. 

Owens won the title with his 
final leap of 8.06 meters, 26 feet, 
5 21-64 inches. 

The Ohio State flash, who also 
is entered in the 200-meter sprint 
in which he is favored to win and 
become a triple Olympic cham¬ 
pion, was short of his world rec¬ 
ord of 26 feet 8 >4 Inches. The 
latter mark was approved last

Hatie A. Allen, real estate 
dealer and spokesman for the 
Buena Park group, said T. Jong- 
bloed, who has a large dairy just 
across the Los Angeles county line 
from that city, is planning to es¬ 
tablish another between Manches¬ 
ter and Whitaker avenues, oppo¬ 
site the American Legion hall. 

That, he said, not only would 
not look very pretty in Buena 
Park, but would be offensive to 
sensitive noses and would detract 
from the value of property.

WALSENBURG, Colo. UP) 
Tired volunteers searched for 
missing persons today in the flood- 
ravished section in the heart of 
this little southern Colorado town, 
where the rain-swollen waters of 
%he Cucharas river caused an es¬ 
timated $500,000 damage last 
night. 

Barricades were flung up about 
hundreds of evacuated houses in 
the flood area. Guards warned 
curiosity seekers to keep out. 

Searchers combed the ruins for 
bodies of possible flood victims 
while anxious friends and relatives 
waited outside the barricades. 

The river had subsided today, 
but water a foot deep covered 
parts of the business district. 


Accidental drowning of two 
Orange county children was re¬ 
ported here today, with Victor 
Martin, 12, Orange, and June 
Stowell, 10, Midway City, both re¬ 
ported victims. 

According to a press dispatch 
from Medford, Ore., young Martin, 
stepson of Mr. and Mrs. George 
E. Milton, Orange, was believed 
drowned in Bear creek, which 
flows through the city. The lad 
was said to have left the auto 
camp where his parents were stay¬ 
ing Sunday and has not been seen 
since that time. His fishing pole 
was found beside the creek, the re¬ 
port said.

Stowell has not been received in 
Midway City, where her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Nicholas Stowell, 
live on Adams street. The fam¬ 
ily was visiting Mrs. Grant Peter¬ 
son, near Marysville, when the 
accident occurred, it was reported.

The price paid for The Bulletin 
will not be announced until after 
tomorrow’s closing conference be¬ 
tween Ramsey and Loudon, Ram¬ 
sey formerly operated a cleaning 
establishment in Anaheim, and 
prior to that was an official of the 
Civil Works administration in this 
county.

Federal Bureau's Repoi 
Shows Upward Trend 
on Farm Products 


Prices of butter, cheese, eggs 
and the better grade of cattle are 
going up this fall. Farm Advisor 
Harold Wahlberg forecast today, 
following receipt of the latest farm 
product price range report from 
the bureau of agricultural eco¬ 
nomics. 

Lower prices are in prospect for 
potatoes, hogs and low grades of 
cattle, he said, while wheat prices 
probably will remain on about the 
same level as in the past three 
years. 

Weather Factor 

“Feed grain prices have risen as 
a result of threatened damage to 
corn and reduced crops of oats 
and barley. Weather will con¬ 
tinue to be the dominant price 
factor as the corn crop approaches 
the critical stage of growth,” says 
the report. “Prospective supplies 
of feed grains, including stocks on 
hand, are less than last year, and 
below average. 

“Potato prices are likely to con¬ 
tinue to decline seasonally during 
the next few months as supplies 
from the late crop state become 
available for market. 

“A considerable decline in hog : 
prices by late September or early 
October is forecast on the basis 
of a sharply increased supply of 
slaughter hogs next fall and 
winter. 

“It now seems probable that the 
low point for prices of better 
grades of beef cattle was reached 
in June and that prices will 
strengthen during the remainder 
of the summer and fall. But re- 
:eipts of drought cattle in some 
markets, together with seasonal 
factors, will undoubtedly bring a 
continued decline in prices of the 
lower grades of butcher cattle.

Mrs. Bradford said her husband, 
an electrical engineer, had been 
employed only once in a while 
since their marriage four years 
ago.

MADISON, Wis., hP)—The gov¬ 
ernment today moved to serve 
warrants on 23 major oil com¬ 
panies and 61 others charged in 
a federal indictment with violating 
the Sherman anti-trust law 
through manipulations which in¬ 
creased the retail price of gasoline. 

Names of the defendants, in¬ 
cluding 58 individuals and three 
trade journal publishing com¬ 
panies, were withheld pending 
pending service of the warrants. 

Details Announced 
Details of the single true bill, 
part of a partial report of the 
special grand jury investigating 
trade practices in the oil industry 
since May 4, were announced last 
night by U. S. District Attorney 
John Boyle. The report was de¬ 
livered to Federal Judge Patrick 
T. Stone on July 28 as the jury 
recessed until Aug. 19, when the 
inquiry was scheduled to resume. 

Boyle said specific charges were 
that the defendants "combined 
and conspired”—beginning in Feb¬ 
ruary, 1935, and continuing to the 
present time—to increase and fix 
prices of gasoline sold in inter¬ 
state commerce, chiefly in Wis¬ 
consin, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois, 
Minnesota, North and South Da¬ 
kota, Iowa, Missouri and Kansas. 

Manipulated by Pools 
The government charges, he 
said, that gasoline prices were 
manipulated by means of two con¬ 
certed buying programs or pools, 
one operating in East Texas and 
the other in Oklahoma and the 
nearby mid-continent fields. The 
indictment added that the defenchl 
ant companies acted in concert 
to purchase large quantities of 
gasoline in spot deals from inde¬ 
pendent refiners at artificial prices 
which were maintained as going 
market prices. 

The accused trade journals, 
Boyle said, were charged with 
having aided the alleged conspir¬ 
acy by publishing the pool prices 
as open market prices.

The equestrian events in the 
Olympic games are a closed prop¬ 
osition. Participation in all na¬ 
tions is confined to that military 
personnel with training along such 
lines. That's easily understood. 
Few civilians could very well af¬ 
ford to spare the time it takes 
to train. Nor do they have suit¬ 
able mounts. 

The equestrian events call for 
combinations of the best horses 
and the most skillful riders. The 
determination of these combina¬ 
tions requires long periods of 
training of both men and horses, 
followed by experimentation and 
final tryouts for the combinations 
tentatively selected. 

In 1932, some 20 horses were 
obtained for the equestrian events 
from civilian ranks, but no com¬ 
petitors. For the games this year, 
as in 1932, the Army Cavalry 
school at Fort Riley, Kan., was 
the scene of centralized training 
and tryouts 

At Los Angeles the American 
team composed of Major Cham¬ 
berlain, Captain Argo and Lieu¬ 
tenant Thompson won the three- 
day event Captains Tuttle, Kitts 
and Moore placed third in the 
dressage. 

This year’s team, headed by Ma¬ 
jor William B. Bradford, appears 
equally as strong in the three- 
day event and with added expe¬ 
rience and training should im¬ 
prove on the 1932 showing in the 
dressage. Several riders and 
horses, veterans of previous Olym¬ 
pic competition, are Included in 
the 1936 lineup. 

Shortly before sailing, the Anrier- 
can Equestrian Olympic team gave 
an interesting demonstration of 
skill.

RISING FOOD 
PRICES CUT 
INTO PURSE 


Palo Alto mining engineer. 


Cost to Feed Averac 
Family Is 30 Per Cent 
Above Last Year 


CHICAGO. UP )—Faced with ris¬ 
ing food prices because of the 
drought, householders in city and 
hamlet sought to determine today 
how their family budgets might 
be affected. 

With the long arid spell cut¬ 
ting down the nation's food sup¬ 
plies for the second time in three 
years, a comprehensive survey of 
major commodities markets and 
an inquiry among food traders and 
dealers brought out facts that 
might shed light on the problem. 

It cost the average man 30 per 
cent more to feed his family in 
June than it did three years ago. 
the department of agriculture es¬ 
timated. Market analysts now 
seek to ascertain what the rate 
of increase might be this year 
with farm prices at the highest 
general level since 1930. 

Upturn Under Way 

There was agreement in the 
commodities markets that the gen¬ 
eral level of food prices would 
rise. The upturn is under way. 
The figures on grocery bills in¬ 
variably parallel in various de¬ 
grees and figures chalked up in 
the big commodities and whole¬ 
sale markets and wholesale prices 
have boomed in the last six weeks 
as they have seldom done since 
war days. 

Adverse weather in North 
America, parts of Europe and the 
southern hemisphere have cut 
world wheat supplies to a level 
indicated as the lowest since 1927. 
Unless rain falls soon experts con¬ 
tend the domestic corn crop may 
be the smallest since 1881. Other 
crops, including many common 
vegetables and fruits, have suf¬ 
fered. Poor pastures and lack of 
feed has cut milk production. All 
this has already been reflected in 
the wholesale markets. 

Rise to Re Gradual 

Economists asserted food prices 
at retail counters probably would 
show a gradual broad upturn, but 
food prices could go only as high 
as the general ability of consum¬ 
ers to pay. 

Retail prices in Chicago—con¬ 
sidered typical of many cities— 
showed butter, quoted as an aver¬ 
age of 39 cents a pound, was 10 
cents higher than a year ago. 
Milk is up a cent a quart at 12 
cents. Eggs are 2 cents higher 
at 35 cents a dozen. Cheese is i 
up 3 cents. Potatoes are more 
than double. Cabbage is quoted 
at 7 cents a pound compared with 
2 cents a year ago. Carrots, 5 
cents a bunch, are double. Green 
beans, 15 cents a quart, r.re triple. 
At the same time many items on 
the grocery list are lower.

Council to Act on Three 
Applications at Aug. 

17 Meeting 


Contract Is Awarded for 
£houlders on !2 Miles 
Of Ocean Ave. 


With Richard T. Eddy, head of 
the bureau of motor carriers, In¬ 
terstate Commerce commission, 
San Francisco, as the featured 
speaker, the Automotive council of 
Orange county held a dinner meet¬ 
ing in the Orange American 
Legion hall last night. 

Sharing honors as speaker, C. G. 
Anthony, vice-president of the Pa¬ 
cific Freight lines, Los Angeles, 
also appeared. Anthony told of 
the work being done on a constitu¬ 
tional amendment to appear on the 
ballot this fall which, if passed, 
will provide that money received 
from gasoline tax must be used on 
highways, and not diverted to any 
other fund. 

Tax Situation 

It was discovered, he added, that 
before the Stewart-Riiey plan was 
inaugurated, truckers were paying 
from five to seven times more tax 
than the railroads. He concluded 
that ultimately each form of car¬ 
rier will "shake down" into its own 
field of activity and function co¬ 
operatively. 

Eddy was introduced by H. W, 
Baugh, Los Angeles, who an¬ 
nounced that the speaker began 
work with the Interstate Com¬ 
merce commission in 1908, and in 
1022 was made examiner of the 
California Railroad commission. 

Reach Agreement 

Eddy stated that the trucking 
Industry is itself a part of the 
public life and interest, but only 
lately has Congress recognized 
that transportation by truck needs 
regulation. 

He said that it is hard for the 
Interstate Commerce commission 
to gain the cooperation of the in¬ 
dividual truck operators. They are 
allowed to file their own rates, 
and most operators made them as 
low as poasible. As a result, com¬ 
plaints were filed with the com¬ 
mission by Arizona operators, and 
railroads filed rates lower still, he 
said. 

At the present time, he stated, a 
scries of conferences has been held, 
and the two states have reached 
an agreement in rates, and the 
railroads have agreed to withhold 
any further reduction. He said 
that he hopes to soon report the 
definite end of hostilities. 

.1. B. Codings, Anaheim, presided 
over the meeting. William E. 
Swain, jr., is executive secretary. 


"A highway safety committee 
in every town” is the object of 
Ray Ingels, state director of motor 
vehicles, who will be in Santa Ana 
Friday to pick a new site for the 
California Highway patrol unit 
here. 

Ingels, according to Associated 
Press dispatches, plans a state 
safety meeting in San Francisco 
Aug. 26 to start the move for es¬ 
tablishment of a committee in each 
community. He plans a vigorous 
drive to put over educational safe¬ 
ty programs to cut down the toll 
of accidents. 

“A good plan,” commented 
Capt. Henry Meehan, commanding 
the Orange county highway pa¬ 
trol unit, who said he had not 
been informed officially of the 
committee idea. He said an edu¬ 
cational program should aid ma¬ 
terially in cutting down the death 
toll here. 

Last month's traffic deaths in 
Orange county was a higher fig¬ 
ure than the number of the four 
preceding months combined. 


Three applications for rezoning 
property for new purposes will be 
up for public hearing at the next 
meeting of the city council Aug. 
IV, the council decreed last night. 

One is the application of Arlin 
W. Palmer to conduct a produce 
stand at 1621 West First street. 

Another is to rezone First 
street from Ross to Parton, for 
business. The city council ordered 
all of the street from Broadway 
to Parton posted in order t.o sound 
out sentiment. 

Third application is that of W. 
A Atkinson and Charles F. Han- 
ton to have their lots at Eighth 
and Birch streets, now zoned for 
residence, rezoned for first class 
apartments. 

A letter bearing six signatures 
and protesting the proposal to re¬ 
zone West First street was filed 
by the council last night. 


The way was paved today fot 
the commencement of highway 
work in Orange county to cost 
more than 5250,000, with the an¬ 
nouncement that bids for the com¬ 
pletion of Manchester boulevard 
through Anaheim will be opened 
Aug. 20, and with the awarding 
of contracts for construction of 
12 miles of road shoulders on 
Ocean avenue, west of Garden 
Grove. 

The state highway department 
let the contract for the Ocean 
avenue work to the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Roads company, for $10,- 
732. Shoulders will be constructed 
on 12 miles of road between the 
Santa Ana river and Long Beach, 
all the work to be done in Orange 
county. 

The state has set aside $242,000 
for the improvement work on 
Manchester boulevard from Mira- 
flores, where the avenue branches 
off highway 101 near Anaheim, to 
Norwalk. 

Several miles of new highway, 
between Miraflores and Five 
Points, on the western outskirts 
of Anaheim, remain to be built. 
The state highway commission will 
open bids this fall for addition 
of another strip of pavement to 
make the route a three-lane high¬ 
way through Orange county. 

The route between Santa Ana 
and Los Angeles is now regarded 
as the heaviest-traveled highway 
in Orange. Twelve miles of new 
highway will be graded and paved 
under contracts to be let Aug. 20. 


When a business markets the 
produce of a locality it is doing 
a real service. It was the Mc¬ 
Pherson brothers who built a 
packing house and grew to be the 
heaviest shippers of raisins, apri¬ 
cots and other fruits in the eight¬ 
ies and nineties. In 1887 they 
shipped the aggregate value of 
$300,000 worth of raisins and ap¬ 
ricots. Doing a business like that 
was a real service to Orange coun¬ 
ty in the eighties. 

The grape business was wiped 
out in 1887 when the vine disease 
ruined the vineyards. 

The town of McPherson was 
started and the demand for lots 
was great Because there was work 
in the packing house and in the 
vineyards nearby. Creating work 
for the people is a real service. 
At one time they had over 400 
hands and 60 teams and 70 women 
and girls working in their two 
packing houses. 

Viniculture and shipping proved 
to be the outstanding contribu¬ 
tions to Orange county. However, 
Stephen McPherson taught school 
in Ohio before he came west. 
Gregg taught school in Santiago 


in 1894 and Robert also taught 
school before coming to California, 
The influence of these educated 
people was an asset in their en¬ 
vironment. 

Gregg came to California in 
1859; Robert came in 1860; Ste¬ 
phen came in 1862 by way of 
Panama. 

Gregg served as deputy assessor 
in 1887 (Los Angeles county). His 
favorite poet was Byron and dur¬ 
ing his idle moments he read and 
enjoyed literature. 

Robert was interested in mines 
before he came to Orange coun¬ 
ty. It was he, with his brothers, 
who persuaded the S. P. to build 
a branch road to McPherson. He 
was the first agent at the railroad 
station. 

Stephen bought land east of 
Santiago creek, cleared the brush 
and cactus and planted grapes. He 
was the pivot for the shipping 
business. He taught the first 
school in Orange. 

The McPhersons were Presbyte¬ 
rians. 

The McPherson brothers helped 
the county to grow into greater 
production.

Gray hair is a problem to many 
of you-and a serious one if you 
must compete in the business 
world where youth is always an 
asset. The natural color of your 
hair is determined by the pigment 
in the hair cells. It may be af¬ 
fected by age, severe illness, ane¬ 
mia, nervous shock or scalp dis¬ 
ease. Color cannot be restored 
where it is lacking, but further 
graying can be checked by proper 
care of the hair and by building 
up the genera! health. 

Gray hair requires extra care. 
Use only the mildest liquid sham¬ 
poos. Avoid very hot water, hot 
curling irons or cheap permanent 
waves that will cause the hair to 
become yellowish and harsh. Use 
a little bluing or a special prepa¬ 
ration in the shampoo rinse to 
whiten gray hair. 

To conceal the first gray streaks 
many modern women are using 
temporary vegetable dyes or rinses 
to color or “tone in” the gray hair 
with the other. These temporary 
colorings can be removed by a 
simple shampoo and are harmless. 

Genuine hair dyes penetrate or 
coat the hair and usually contain 
metallic salts or synthetic ingredi¬ 
ents to which a few women are 
allergic. For this reason it is al¬ 
ways wise to go to a hairdressing 
salon and have the job done by an 
expert, who will give you a skin 
test first to determine whether 
your skin is sensitive to the dye 
used. With this, as with bleached 
hair, you will have to have the 
new growth retouched as it grows 
out and you will find it an expnese 
and a bother.

All persons are not susceptible 
!o this poisoning, while some 
>thcrs can not even approach the 
nlant without dire results. Those 
msceptible apparently are horn 
.vith this tendency. Almost any 
me may be poisoned and if once 
infected, is much more likely to 
oeeome infected again. 

The eruption is quite distinct, 
consisting of redness and burning 
on the hands, wrists, face, or legs 
a few hours or even days after 
exposure. The blisters soon rup¬ 
ture, discharging a light, acrid 
fluid which is carried to other 
parts of the body by scratching. 

Thorough washing with ordi¬ 
nary laundry soap, repeated sev¬ 
eral times, will often prevent its 
development. The hands, finger¬ 
nails and webs of the fingers and 
toes should receive special atten¬ 
tion. Scrubbing the affected 
nuts with benzine, followed by 
- insing with alcohol is a good 
oreventive. 

After the inflammation starts, 
these things do no good. 

A 5 per cent solution of tinct. 
of chloride of iron applied by 
means of cloths soaked in the solu¬ 
tion is one of the most successful 
applications. If used before or 
just after exposure it will prevent. 
After the active stage has passed, 
ointments containing zinc oxide, 
boric acid and eucalyptus aid the 
healing process. 

Great effort has been given to¬ 
ward the perfecting of a serum 
that would prevent the trouble. 
These efforts are successful at 
last. Injections under the skin, 
into the muscles, of an alcoholic 
extract of juices of the poison ivy 
in almond oil usually protects the 
patient for about a year and can 
he repeated. It may be used in 
one large dose of 1 c.c. or several 
doses of 'a c.c. every 48 hours.

Saving the Food Source 

TN THE news that Uncle Sam plans a second Soil Con- 
I servation project in Orange county, we get a relative 
idea of the value of this section to the national food mar¬ 
ket. This new enterprise covers some 25,000 acres of 
citrus, walnut, bean and grain land near Fullerton and 
La Brea. 

It’s a big undertaking, and it emphasizes the fact that 
the government has turned with a vengeance to conserving 
America’s most important natural resource—the soil. For 
a long time we had conservation of oil, coal, timber, water¬ 
power and other resources which were being wasted or ex¬ 
ploited, but it remained for the New Deal to tackle the 
biggest job of all. 

You can weather depressions, and you can import fuel 
and building materials. But when the fertility of the land 
is gone, people can’t live there anymore. It takes Nature 
centuries to restore life to soil that has been blown or 
washed out. 

An example of that in this country is the Dust Bowl 
of the Midwest. Through abuse of millions of acres in 
that region, man has invited wind erosion and has de¬ 
stroyed the productivity of land that should have lasted 
for generations. Whereas in Japan and China today there 
are farms which have been cultivated for thousands of 
years through proper care of the soil. 

Naturally, there’s waste in this new government pro¬ 
gram. There’s bound to be in anything so big and so new. 
It involves experimentation and arduous work on land 
already in cultivation, with dams, ditches, soil holding 
crops and plants, flumes, and other devices to halt erosion. 
It also provides a lot of unearned benefits for those lucky 
ranchers upon whose property the work is conducted. A 
lot of the methods being tried out have been used for 
years, too. 

But that is all beside the point. The vital job is to 
develop a sure way to whip soil erosion and save American 
agriculture.
